Attached is a proposed set of claim amendments for discussion during the Interview. 

Applicant would like to discuss the objections to the drawings. 

Applicant would like the Examiner opinion regarding whether the amendments cure the Examiner's 
statutory subject matter concerns. 

Applicant would like to discuss the 35 U.S.C. § 102 rejection of the claims and discuss the best way 
of amending the claims to expedite allowance of the claims. 

Soong (the cited reference) generally discloses that patient medical records may be stoi-ed in 
a database so that a patient may designate various persons access to those records by giving each 
person a password. So, by way of example, if a physician wanted access to the patient's medical 
records, the patient would give the physician the patient's password, then the physician would need 
to login to the database using that specific patient password. As such, the physician must keep track 
of different passwords (a unique password for each patient) and input each unique password for 
each individual patient to access each of the various patients' records. Tbus 3 if a physician has been 
granted access by 20 different patients, the physician must keep track of 20 different passwords and 
input each of the 20 different passwords to gain access to each of the 20 different sets of medical 
records. 

Embodiments of the present invention relieve the medical service provider from having to 
manage or input individual passwords for each patient by providing a key organization system that 
stores and manages each patient's access key. Thus, the key organization system (rather than the 
service provider) stores, retrieves, and automatically inputs each patient's access key when the 
physician requests access to a set of medical records. In some embodiments, the service provider 
need never know about the access key because the key organization system itself handles the 
management and inputting of the access key.
